X. Admission of non-Charter States . 

1. Other provinces and/or states than the six Balkans (i.e., Bos, Ser, Mont,. Ore, 
Rum, Bui) may become provinces of the nation. They may do this by terms set 
down by the National Council and approval -with an 80% margin by the National ' 
Council. 

XI. Secession * 

1. A province may leave the nation upon receiving 100$ approval of the National 
Council. 

2. Upon this approval the president will wxlte a transferral- of- sovereignty order., 
along with a release of M ! s and other factors as are agreed upon. 

3. The president may not write a transferral-of- sovereignty order withput 100% 
approval. 

XII. Money . - 

1. Because of the extra work that has been put on the GM by this constitution, 
each new province (Charter or non-Charter) shall pay an entry fee of $1.00 to 
the GM. A player mil not be allowed to vote in the National Council until 
his dollar is paid. 

XIII. M Factors . 

1. Upon admission a province* s M T s are joined in with the common, national M pool. 

Thus, it that province is conquered, 1 all M*s in it retreat to a friendly' province. 
2* Tho president can not sell or rent M factors to another country without 80$ ap*- 

proval of the National Council. 

XIV. Research Factors . 

1. The nation may purchase in one turn a maxim-urn of one Ag research and one I re- 
search factors. These can only be purchased by the president. 

XV. Amendments to the Constitution . 

1. Amendments to the Constitution may be proposed by any governor. 

2. An amendment mil need a 6j% yes vote by the National Council to pass. 

3. Voting on amendments takes place the season after their proposal, at the same 
time and in the same way as the presidential election. ' 

iu To make a proposal, the proposal must be sent to the.
